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Assignment  Booklet  8A 

The  final  module  in  English  Language  Arts  9 requires  students  to  read  a novel.  Students  are  also 
asked  to  reflect  on  their  growth  during  the  course.  Finally,  the  last  section  provides  some  review 
and  strategies  for  preparing  for  the  final  test. 

Section  1 : A Novel  Experience 

In  Section  1,  students  will  read  a novel  and  think  about  how  it’s  written  and  what  it  says  about 
people  and  life.  When  they’ve  finished  the  section,  they  should  be  able  to  explain  how  novelists 
use  elements  like  characters,  setting,  and  plot  to  present  their  ideas. 

• Students  are  asked  to  divide  their  novel  into  three  sections  of  approximately  equal  length. 
Assist  your  student  to  set  reasonable  times  for  reading  each  part  and  completing  the 
questions  in  the  activities.  If  you  or  someone  else  can  read  the  novel  as  well,  your  student 
will  benefit  from  having  a reading  partner  with  whom  to  share  this  experience. 

If  the  student  has  difficulty  reading,  you  can  help  by  listening  as  he  or  she  reads  aloud.  You 
can  also  read  aloud  with  the  student  (paired  reading),  and  you  can  even  read  parts  of  the 
novel  to  the  student.  You  can  also  assist  your  student  by  helping  to  identify  unfamiliar 
words.  Have  him  or  her  keep  a list  of  these  words,  and  practise  reading  them  every  day  so 
that  gradually  they  become  part  of  the  student’s  vocabulary.  Finally,  if  you’re  familiar  with 
the  novel,  you  can  assist  the  student  to  comprehend  it  by  discussing  the  characters, 
conflicts,  and  ideas. 

Although  assisting  students  to  read  and  comprehend  may  be  necessary,  it’s  important  to 
realize  that  students  will  be  expected  to  independently  read  a variety  of  texts  on  the  final 
test  (and  the  provincial  Achievement  Test)  and  interpret  these  texts. 

• After  students  have  completed  Activity  5,  they’ll  begin  to  work  on  the  novel  assignments. 
To  help  with  the  first  question  in  the  Assignment  Booklet,  pretend  to  be  the  author  and  ask 
your  student  about  the  novel.  After  the  student  has  discussed  the  points  with  you,  he  or  she 
should  be  ready  to  write  a letter  to  the  author. 

• In  the  second  assignment  question,  students  are  asked  to  choose  two  short  passages  from 
the  novel  and  discuss  them.  Encourage  your  student  to  use  the  checklist  to  ensure  that  each 
answer  is  complete. 

• The  third  question  focuses  on  the  setting  (or  settings)  of  the  novel.  Note  that  students 
should  do  Part  A or  Part  B.  The  map  in  Part  A shouldn’t  merely  indicate  the  names  of 
places  but  should  also  include  a brief  description  of  important  events  that  occurred  in  each 
place.  Remember  that  Part  B isn’t  intended  to  evaluate  students’  drawing  skills,  but  rather 
their  understanding  of  the  setting’s  importance. 
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• In  the  fifth  assignment  question,  students  are  asked  to  transform  a few  pages  of  the  novel 
into  a script.  Remind  your  student  to  review  the  information  on  scripts  in  Module  7.  More 
assistance  is  also  available  in  the  Junior  High  English  Language  Arts  Handbook.  As  well, 
it  would  be  helpful  for  students  to  review  the  teacher’s  comments  from  Assignment 
Booklet  7A  so  that  any  mistakes  made  in  that  script  can  be  corrected  when  the  students  do 
this  assignment. 

• Assist  your  student  to  select  an  appropriate  passage  to  use  for  the  oral  reading  in  the  sixth 
assignment  question.  Encourage  the  student  to  rehearse  reading  the  passage  aloud  before 
recording  the  reading.  Students  should  listen  to  the  reading  and  decide  whether 
improvements  could  be  made.  When  the  final  reading  has  been  done,  be  sure  that  your 
student  has  successfully  recorded  it.
